and after consultation with the governor it was 
determined to remove the court in the oppo- 
site side of the building until necessary repairs 
could be made in its regular apartments, where- 
by they would be rendered perfectfy safe. It 
was also determined to remove the state library 
from its present quarters to the first floor, both 
asa matter of convenience and to relieve the 
weaker side of the building of the great weight 
which the library now puts upon it.

EASILY EXPLAINED. 

The entire formation of the builging is granite 
very finely laid and very secure, except a short 
space beneath the left wall, where for some 
reason, a brick foundation was laid. It appears 
that the brick mot being capable of sustain- 
ing the same pressure as the rock gave way to 
some extent and the tall we!) above was the in 
evitable resuit. This bulge has been apparent 
for several years but in the opinion 
of most of the occupants of the building has 
increased considerably within the past month 
It is easily perceptible to tne eye if one will 
view the edge of the outside wall from the post 
office corner.

is another thing which has caused no little un- 
easiness. ‘i his is caused by the peculiar con- 
struction of the library floor. It was originally 
intended tnat the senate chamber should extend 
as high as the hall of representatives, 
but it being afterwards determined to place 
the state library just above the senate chamber, 
it was necessary to cutit off onestory. There 
had been no arrangement made for the fluor of 
library in the construction of the building aud 
hence it was suspended from the rafters and 
girders above by four huge iron rods, and re- 
ceives 2o support from the walis on either side- 
s fter the library was put on this swinging floor 
there was,of course an awful strain on the girder 
and rafters and to which they have at len wt, 
yielded so as toshowa palpable swag in the 
roof. After the library isremovei this defect 
can be remedied, though it is deemed best for 
the sake of convenien’e to allow the library to 
remain on the first floor. Governor Colquitt 
has been as careful as possible to determine the 
safety of the building. Last June when it was 
known that the convention would soon 
assemble he determined to have 
the capital thorougbly inspected by 
men whose judgment in the case woulda be in- 
disputable, and accordingly he requested Col. 
L. P. Grant, superintendent of the Atlanta and 
West Point road, and Gen. Wm. MacRae, super- 
intendent of the Western and Atlantic railroad 
to inspect the building and pronounce upon its 
safety. This they did most carefully, and after 
a full examination, delivered to the governor 
the following as their 
REPORT : 
ATLANTA, Ga , June 22, 1877 

To his Hucellency Alfred H. Colquitt, govern 
or state of Georgia—Deak S818: In compliance 
with your requ: st, we baye carefully examined 
the capitol building and think that for the pres- 
eut it is safe, but to place it beyond all doubt in 
the future would euggest considerable repairs 
at am early day. 

As the repairs necessary Cannot be made be- 
fore the convention meets, we suggest that tliey 
be deferred until after the session. The only 
thing that, in our opinion, requires 
immediate attention is the ceiling over the 
speaker's stand in the hall of representatives : 
a portion of the furrin at this point has become 
detached from tbe girdings and any sud- 
den jarring—such as might be caused by the 
stamping of feet on the floor of the hall—might 
cause « part of the ceiling to fall. 

It is difficult without a plan of the building to 
convey clearly the nature of repairs necessary, 
but they are of such a character as will readily 
suggest themselves to apy one competent to do 
the work. 

If you desire, we will hereafter indicate the 
work that, in our opinion, should be dane.

“In the first place, we have aimed to teach the 
people that they must take care of hemselves, 
and that the help they receive §from the city is 
not a matter-of-course, but is simply an inci- 
dental with which to suppl. ment their own ef- 
forts at self support. 

A great many of them have taken this lesson 
kindly, and have acted upon Its suggestions. Of 
course there are some cases that are as incorri- 
gible as ever, and that depend wholly on the 
city. The demand, however, for public charity 
is not so general or so urgent as it was last 
winter. 

Itis true that we have had an exceedingly 
miid winter, and that the climax in this matter 
is not usnally reached before January or Feb-< 
ruary.

It will be especially gratifying to those who 
remember the suffering of the poorer classes 
last year from the lack of firewood, and the ex- 
traordinary method taken by Mayor Angier 
to meetthe demand, to know that no such 
emergency is likely to occur this year.
